We Charles, King, &c. 
‘ BE it known to all whom it may concern, that 
¢ 42 whereas we are inform’d feveral Perfons of the 
 Warlike Polith Nation are fincerely difpos’d to put 
anend to the Inteftine Troubles their Country 
‘ Jabours under; and that they are of opinion, the 
* {peedieft and moft effectual Means, is to choofe the 
‘ Illuftrious Prince James Louis Sobieski for their 
* Head, that through his Conduct their Calamities 
“* may ceafe ; And feeing we think our felves con- 
* cern’d in Intereft, to promote the Eftablifhment of 
* the Peace of the Polick Republick, We have thought 
© fit to declare by thefe Prefents, and accordingly do 
« declare and promife upon our Royal Word, That 
»* if that Prince fhall be advanc’d to the Throne, we 
* will affift him timely with all our Power, and will 
* with our whole Force purfue the contrary Party 
‘ who fhall offer to oppofe him ; till by overcoming 
* their Obftinacy, we have quieted thefe Troubles, 
‘ dnd put the Republick of Poland with their new 
$ Heal out of Danger. And to the end our fincere 
‘ Intention, which we have irrevocably determin’d 
“ to execute, may be the more certainly known, we 
© have order’d our Seal to be affix’d to thefe Prefents, 
* fign’d with our Hand. 
Given at Heilsberg in CHARLES. 
Pruffia, Dec.23.1703. and underneath Charles Piper. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Feb. 29. 
Warfaw, Feb. 14."The Congrefs of theConfede- 
rates, have at length difcover’d part of their Defigns ; 
for, to day they unanimoufly refolv’d, that the King 
having violated the Laws,Rights,and Liberties of the 
Nation,the People were abfolv'd from the Obedience 
they had Sworn to him. Purfuant to which Refolu- 
tion, they defir’d the Cardinal Primate to exercife his 
Authority in fach an Exigent, by declaring, That ¢he 
King has forfeited the Crown, and that the Throne % 
Vacant ; To which hisEminency confented,and after 
he.had made a Speechto them on that occafion the 
Affembly adjourn’d to the 16th. Tomorrow the Pro- 
ceedings of this»day will be put into Writing in 
Form, and: Univerfalia will be difpatch’d to all the 
Palatinats to inform them of it, in order to know 
who are Friends and who are Enemies; for, we are 
told another Confederacy is fet on foot, To defend the 
King’s Perfon and the Roman Catholick Religion. ‘His 
Majefty is gone frem Cracow,but "tis not yet known

A Re- 
port was {pread, that the Marfhal de Villars had re- 
ceiv'd Letters from Germany, acquainting him with 
the taking of Lintz by the Bavarians,but that Report 
is 1 teh on the’ Arrival of a Couriér from the Elector 
of Bavaria, fince whofe coming ‘tis given out, that 
we may fhortly expect an important piece of News 
‘from Swabia. Yefterday parr of the Marthal de 
Tallard’s Baggage was fent away from hence for 
Strasburg, and he himfelf will fet out the 24th, ‘tis 
believ'd the defign of his going thither is to give pro- 
per Directions for the more eafie and fucceisful 
March of the 15000 Recruits defir'd by the Elector 
of Bavaria. All the Troops on the Upper Rhine ate 
order’d to hold themfelves in a Readinefs to march 
when he arrives. ’Tis pofitively affirm’'d at prefent, 
that the Grand Prior will command on the Secchia 
the next Campaign: Becaufe the Imperialifts in thofe 
Quarters receive Reinforcements daily, and there is 
great caufe to apprehend that a neighbouring State 
will declare on their fide. The King has given new 
Orders for fitting out a confiderable Number of Men 
of War. The Troops and Recruits that are to be 
fent to the Duke of Vendome (who’tis {aid will have 
2 ftrong Bodies of Troops and act offenfively in Pie- 
mont) are to be imbarqued at Thoulon the 2oth 
inftant. The Marthals de Villeroy and Boufflers con- 
tinue at Court, and are daily in Conference with the 
King. The Review of the Guards du Corps and 
other Troops of the King’s Houfehold, is. fix’d to be 
the roth,and their Departure the 16th of next Month. 


They write from Burgos in Spain, that about 5000 | 


Men of our Troops arriy’d the 3d inftahtyin the 
Neighbourhood of that Place, where they were to 
halt 3 days co refrefi, themfelves, and then to pro- 
ceed towards Alcantara. They write likewife from 
Pampelona, that on thé 7th of this Month 3 Bat- 
tallions and 3 Squadrons pafs'd by there, having with 
them 25 Pieces of Cannon. We hope all the Troops 
that are to march into Spain, will arrive on th@Fron- 
tiers of Eftramadura by the end of next Month. There 
has been fent from Bourdeaux to BaFfonne for the 
Service of the Troops furnifh’d to Spain, a confider- 
able Quantity of Artillery and Ammunitions, which 
are wanted in that Country, as well as Gunners and 
Fireworkets. "Tis faid the Bankers of this City have 
remitted to Seville, by the King’s Order, a confider- 
able Sum, for maintaining the Troops of which we 
have been {peaking. Letters from Madrid of the 
1ft inftant tell us, that the Preparations for the King’s 
Journey to his Army are continued, but that the 
Queen will not go to Seville as has been reported. 
They flatter themfelves at Court, that the chief 
Cities of the Kingdom will be at the’ Charge of the 


~ King’s Jotrney, following the Example of Toledo, 


which has offer’d 1000 Piftoles. Thefe Letters add, 
that the Militia of Galicia will be employ’d in guard- 
ing the Coafts, according to the Requeft of that 
Province; and that the Marquefs of Villa Franca 
had caus’d a Francifcan Friar to be feiz’d for a Spy, 
who ’tis faid has confefs'd his Intrigues, and difco- 
ver'd 3 Spanifh Officers who were marching with 
their Companies towards Eftramadura in Porcvgal.
